Monsoon Season 
Tough on Soldiers

For the Vietnamese, the start of 
the monsoon is a mystical time 
when the gods send rains to 
flood rice paddies and begin 
anew the life cycle of the peas- 
ants.

A 
conscious attempt to build the 
phrase into an image is evident 
in the governor's style and the 
activities of his supporters in 
Wisconsin. 


His volunteer organization is 


attempting to sprinkle the state 
before the April 2 primary 
election with "home headquar- 
ters," a Romney innovation. 
The idea is to establish neigh- 
borhood headquarters in homes, 


rather than the familiar bunting 
and poster-filled store fronts in 
downtown shopping districts. 
'Stumping again in the state 
Friday and Saturday, Romney 
repeatedly declared he wasn't 
interested in the Presidency for 
himself "unless the people are 
willing to pitch in and do their 
share." 


At a home headquarters in 


Oshkosh, he told a gathering of 
neighbors, friends and political 
allies of the Harold L. Kuehn 
family, "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, what I'm engaged in is 
a people's campaign."

He told a similar gathering in 


a Sheboygan livingroom later in 
the day that he had been 


"kidded" in Michigan about his 
use there of similar

headquarters for spreading the 
word about him. But he said 
they had been particularly ef- 
fective and that their use in- 
Wisconsin is a deliberate exten- 
sion of his ideas 
of Popular 


involvement. 


The approach suits Romney's 


personal style of campaigning. 
His supporters have reportedly 
said his best hope of beating 
former Vice President Richard 
Nixon in the New Hampshire 
primary is the Michigan Gover- 
nor's knack for hand-to-hand 
campaigning among the voters. 


The bent was evident wherev- 


er he went during his Wisconsin 
tour last week. Addressing col-

The University Decision-Back fo the Point 


The Supreme Court decision throwing 


out Outagamie County's suit over the site 
selected for the University of Wisconsin- 
Green Bay marks a final end to that effort. 
But the actual decision came last year when 
the State Senate by a narrow margin 
defeated the Rogers Bill which had pre- 
viously passed the Assembly. 


In that vote the Senate refused to go 


along with the Assembly in ordering a 
change in the site selected. And upon that 
vote the Supreme Court hung most of the 
argument in its decision, saying that this 
was a legislative decision and the legisla- 
ture in effect had declined to change the 
site selection. 


It is interesting to note as a sidelight 


that the court did not rule on the precedent- 
setting legal question which was the main 
basis for the county's suit, the question of 
whether the decision was arrived at in 
violation of the state's anti-secrecy law, and 
if so should it have been nullified. 


Now that the matter has been entirely- 


disposed of, the attention of this area 
should be re-directed to the basic proposi- 
tion in which all of us have been interested 
for some time. That is the provision of a 
public higher educational opportunity to 
students in this area who cannot afford to 
go away to college. 


This is the proposition to which The 


Post-Crescent has been dedicated from the 
start. It might be worth reminding at this 
point that the idea of northeastern Wiscon- 
sin putting its efforts together to secure a 
new state university in this area was first 
proposed in an editorial in this newspaper.

The state 
is thus providing a commuting educational 
opportunity for the communities to our 
north and to our south. We believe the 
state has an equal obligation to the students 
in the Fox Cities area.

Kraft Writes 
Taxpayer Has Sinking Sensation 
He's Lost Control of Government

WASHINGTON — The na- 


tional malaise finds important 
expression this year even in 
that dry bag of bones, the 
federal budget. 


The new^budget shows that, 


while traditional ways of re- 
straining government have lost 
their grip, a new svstem of 
discipline has not ycl been 
evolved. And that is precisely 
the reason why ordinary men 
have the sinking sensation of a 
government slipping out of 
control. 


T r a ditionally 
government 


action in this country has been 
held in bounds by popular 
aversion to big spending and 
large budgetary deficits. But 
the new economics has com- 
bined with the experience of 
many deficits without disaster 
to exorcise the taboo. 


The country is no longer 


neurotic about big numbers on 
the spending side or even as 
deficits. And nothing shows it 
better than the new, and much 
improved, unified system of 
budget accounting which the 
President is now putting into 
effect- for the first time For 
the unified system yields ef- 
fects 
which 
mock 
all 
the 


juggling and gymnastics done 
of yore to hold budgetary 
figures within the limits of the 
supposed taboos. 
$100 BILLION LIMIT 


Thus budget directors regu- 


larly used to knock themselves 
out to hold authorized total 
spending at or below the 
magic figure of $100 billion.

new accounting 


system, 
the 
total 
suddenly 


rises to over $200 billion 


Similarly, the record $13 


billion deficit of the Eisenhow- 
er administration has been the 


uncrossable bar sinister for 
D e m ocratic administrations 
ever since But under the new 
accounting system the deficit 
for the year ending this July 
will pop up to $19 billion. 


If Lyndon Johnson is willing 


to go into an election year 
with numbers like that, it is a 
safe bet that the taboo is off.

And, no doubt, it is a blessing 
to see the end of such crude 
external constraints. But only 
if better systems of internal 
discipline can be developed. 


As it happens, however, the 


new budget highlights some 
major 
categories of rising 


expenses which are, to use a 
delicious official phrase, "rela- 
t i v e 1 y uncontrollable " Of 
jlhcse by far the most impor- 
tant is Social Security, Medi- 
care, and other social insur- 
ance, where costs are up by 
$4.2 billion from last year. 


These social insurance pro- 


grams are presently out of 
control because untold millions 
of people are becoming eligible 
each year according to stand- 
ards arbitrarily and unpredic- 
tably set by the states. As an 
additional kicker, the people 
newly eligible for the pro- 
grams have no good way of 
fighting rising medical and 
hospital costs. 


No doubt ways to control the 


health program can be de- 
vised. A promising scheme 
seems to be Governor Nelson 
Rockefeller's p r o g r a m for 
compulsory health insurance, 
which would make practically 
everybody eligible and mo- 
bilize the insurance companies 
to drive down medical and 
hospital costs. But that pro- 
gram is, so far, completely 
untested, even in New York. 


A second category of rising 


expenses is defense, up $3.3 
billion from last year. Here a 
rudimentary kind of internal 
discipline has been asserted. 
Under the budgetary system 
put into effect 
by Defense 


Secretary Robert McNamara, 
goals are defined and avail- 
able resources identified in a 
way that makes it roughly 
possible to say when the cost 
of a project outweighs its 
benefits. 


But this kind of calculus has 


not permeated the military 
services „— not to mention the 
rest of the government's for- 
eign operations. There re- 
mains a foreign policy bureau- 
cracy with an unbridled appe- 
tite for taking on commit- 
ments the 
country 
is not 


prepared to underwrite. 


The point, of course, is not 


that there should be a return 
to the old taboo of the deficit. 
The point is that with the 
taboo off, some other, more 
sophisticated means of disci- 
pline needs to be applied. 


Otherwise, 
ordinary 
men

cates, that government tends 
to get out of control, that it 
does more and more and 
more, without logic or end. 
And in those circumstances 
people n a t u r a l l y , and not 
wrongly, feel uneasy.

Nine Years Ago I 
Remember Asking: 
'Who Is Lombard!?'

It was an emotional experience Thursday evening at 


Green Bay when Vince Lombardi announced that he was 
retiring as coach of the Packers to devote full time to his 


duties of general manager. It was particu- 
llarly poignant for those of us who have been 
I close to Mr. Lombardi since he arrived on 
1'the Packer scene nine years ago. 


It was almost nine years to the date, to be 


I exact. As 1 listened to him speak my memory 
Jkept going back to Jan. 28, 1959, and a meet- 
ling of the Packer executive committee that 
| day. 


Torinus 
Dominic Olejniczak, as chairman of a com- 


mittee which had been screening candidates for the head 
coaching post to succeed Scooter McLean, reported that 
his committee recommended one Vince Lombardi. 


I turned to a committee member sitting next to me 


and asked, soto voice, "Who is Vince Lombardi?" 


I was not long in finding out. Lombardi was waiting 


in the wings. And when he walked into the room you im- 
mediately had the feeling that our long and frustrating 
search for the coach who could return the Packers to 
the heights of their former glory was now ended. The 
press was called in and Vince took charge. He has been 
in charge ever since. 


No words 1 can write can add anything to the luster 


of Vince's record. But for the small group of Packer 
officials who survive from the Lambeau era, what has 
happened to the Packers and to all of pro football in the 
last decade is still difficult to keep in perspective. 
. 
When 1 went on the Packer board in 1949 we won 


two games, the corporation was about $100,000 in the 
hole, and Lambeau resigned as coach and general man- 
ager. There were some successes in the next ten years, 
notably the $125,000 stock sale which put the club back 
on its feet financially. The fire which burned down the 
training headquarters at Rockwood Lodge didn't hurt 
either. We collected some $45.000 in insurance. But on 
the football field the best we could do in that period was 
two break-even seasons. 


The corporate structure was modernized, however, and 


we hired Verne Lewellen as general manager. A number 
of these structural changes actually paved the way for 
Vince's arrival on the scene as coach and general manager. 


Vince mentioned in an interview Thursday night that 


he had actually made the decision to retire from the 
coaching ranks a year ago. I had a pretty good inkling 
of it at the time. '

championship, and wishing them luck in the first Super 
Bowl game. Councilman Bill Erickson,(a Pnsl-Crescent 
employe, asked me if I would deliver it in person 


It was a blizzardy night, and I crawled over several 


snow drifts to get to the Lombardi front door. Marie and 
Vince were trying to spend a quiet night at home, and 
they invited me in for a highball and a chat. 


We fell to comparing notes about our recent trips to 


Italy, where we had eaten and what we had seen. But 
our conversation was continually interrupted by the ring- 
ing of the phone Other owners and coaches in the league 
were calling to remind Vince the Packers were upholding 
the reputation of the whole National Football League in 
the game against Kansas "City at Los Angeles. George 
Halas was one of the callers while I was there, a man 
Vince admires greatly. 


You could feel the terrible pressure he was under 


and see it in his face. He remarked about how long the 
season had become, how exhausted he was physically, 
mentally, and emotionally We talked about how he could 
be relieved of some of the responsibilities of the t w i n jobs: 


His responsibilities as general manager have increased 


in complexity almost in the same degree as those of 
coaching a pro football team today. In the merged set-up 
of the two leagues we are now one of 26 member clubs. 
The number of owners who have come up from the early 
days of pro football, who remember and respect its tradi- 
tions, are dwindling. It's up to the Packers, and Halas, 
Art Rooney and the Maras to preserve these traditions, to 
remind the newcomers that our business is football, not 
•just making money.

Dua 
Confronts Mothers of Twins

Double the work, double the trouble, double the pleas- 


ure. 


This is the challenge faced by mothers of twins. 
During their pregnancies, some mothers are told to 


expect twins; others find out only after the births have 
taken place. 


In either case, members of the Fox Valley Mothers of 


T\\rins Club agreed the impact of it all must be faced. In 
spite-of the fact mother is the one who carries the burden 
of caring for the twins, it is father who remains in a state 
of shock longer. Maybe, the women thought, it is because 
a father must think m terms of two more mouths to feed, 
of two more children to educate and clothe. 


Different Problems 


Problems for the mother of twins are somewhat dif- 


ferent from-those of the mother of a single baby. Every- 
thing from bathing to making formula to washing diapers 
must be done for two.

From the onset, the mothers said, their husbands have 


lent willing, helping hands. If they hadn't, the mountains 
of work would never be finished. 


Even neighbors realize the size of twin work loads and 


pop in at opportune times to feed or change one of two 
crying babies. 


Most mothers kept records when their babies were small 


to prevent feeding or giving medicine to the same twin 
twice This, they all agreed, was especially important dur- 
ing the night. 


One mother recalled one night when her babies were 


little, she and her husband had gotten up, each at a dif- 
ferent time, to feed different babies A short time later 
when one of the babies started to cry, they couldn't under- 
stand why. After a brief conversation, they realized each 
had fed the same baby. 


Trying Development Stage 


The two-year-oid stage is an especially trying time for 


a mother of twins. Just imagine having two-year-olds run- 
ning in opposite directions. Deciding which one to chase 
is a real problem for certainly there are hazards in both 
directions. 


But twins are a delight, too. They nevei face loneliness, 


they have an instant playmate They develop their own 
language. They share treats and toys and find selfishness 
in others beyond their comprehension Of course, they have 
the advantage of always having someone else to blame, too 


This close companionship usually continues a§ the chil- 


dren grow, enter their teens and young adulthood Indi- 
vidual identity is something all the mothers work to main- 
tain. Fnends and relatives make this difficult for the 
parents through their constant comparisons of the two 
children. 


One mother summed it up this way. "I want my chil- 


dren to realize they are not -special because they happened 
to be born together. I want them to be special only as a 
result of their individual accomplishments " 


All agreed having twins was a marvelous, educational 


experience, but one they really didn't want to go through 
again 


Formed in 1985 


The local Mothers of Twins Club was organized In 


1965, by 10 mothers who felt sharing their common prob- 
lems might help them understand their children better. 


This fall, the local chapter voted to become part of 


the newly-organized state group Mrs Gerald Zapp, 1104 
W Fifth St. was elected state treasurer. 


The club has a "membeiship determined only by God," 


and the women make a point of visiting all new mothers 
of twins They explain their club program and the twin 
clothing and furniture exchange they have set up within 
their group. 


President of the local club is Mrs Donald Moder, 818 


E Taft St She stressed that the dub, which meets once 
a month, is open to all mothers of twins Programs are 
informative and usually family-centered. Whenever pos- 
sible, they ask a set of twins in the same profession or 
occupation to discuss the problems they encounter not 
only in their everyday lives but also in their jobs. 


Christmas Project. 


Of particular interest to the group is their Christmas 


project Each year they donate a sum of money, shop for 
and deliver items of food, clothing and gifts to a needy 
family with a set of twins In order to earn money, they 
have sponsored a style show and a number of bake sales. 


In March, the mothers ,plan a membership drive and 


hope to interest more mothers of twins to join their grow- 
ing group.
